In m y hom e town of Cheshire. Conn., they have 
been honoring old Bronson Alcott. who. before he be­ 
c a m e fam ous a.s one of Ralph Waldo K m erson’.s circle 
of 
philosophers 
in 
Concord. 
M ass.. 
m aintained 
a 
pioneer ‘‘progressive school” not 
far from w here I 
live. 
The Alcott 
ideas about 
education w ere truly 
revolutionary when he advanced them a hundred and 
m ore y e ars ago. 
He did not believe in ordinary school 
discipline: 
when a student disobeyed, he thought 
if 
a sufficiently fit punishm ent to ask the offending hoy 
or girl to tak e a ruler and .strik e the tea che r sm a rtly 
over the hand. 
Such w as old B ronson’s idea of illus- 
traling the ('hristian idea that one should alw ays repav 
a blow by turning the other cheek . 


Bro n.s(v n .\leo tt didn't last v ery lo ng in Cheshire, 
fo r his theo ries did no t co m m end themv selv es to 
hard-bitten Yankee farm ers who tho ug ht a teacher 
sho uld drill his y o ung charg es In the three R ’s. So . 
as .Mrs. .Arthur W. Lee, a m o dern Cheshire teacher, 
lam ented the o ther day befo re a lo cal audience, 
Alco tt w as fo rced by 
public pressures lo leav e 
to wn. 
He went o n to Bo sto n and Co nco rd, where 
he becam e fam o us as a v eg etarian, an early adv o ­ 
cate o f w o m en's suffrag e, an abo litio nist, and a 
I to pian so cialist. 
He w as, o f co urse, the father 
o f I,o uisa May Alco tt. the autho r o f that childho o d 
classic, “ Little W o m en.” 


De.spite the prevailing opinion of his own tim es, 
m ay b e the schools of old B ronson’s m id-nineteenth 
century day did need a touch of the so-called ‘‘pro- 
gre.ssive” .spirit. 
Alcott’s insistence that children can 
be lured by k indness into tak ing education seriously 
w ork s for som e children a» least som e of the time. 
Rut if Bronson Alcott had lived to .see w hat ha s been 
m ad e of his doctrines in som e m odern .school svs te m s 
I think he would be just a bit horrified. 
One cannot 
alw ays hold young savages in check by turning the 
other cheek . 
And when it is a m a tte r of providing 
the .students with the tools of think ing—such a s gr a m ­ 
m ar. the ability to w rite and the m ultiplication tables 
—a little close-order drill can save k ids a good deal 
of ineffective technical groping when they eventually 
reach the age of reason 


Amid our m odern perm issive society which frowns 
on the T hree D 's of drill, duty and di.scipline, it could 
even be argued that it i.s c arry ing coals to N ew castle 
to exalt old Bronson Alcott for his “ revolutionary ” con­ 
tribution. 
Indeed, 
in 
a world 
that 
is so far 
gone 
tow ard accepting the 
notion that discipline 
is som e­ 
thing for the birds, if 
m ight be m ore u.seful to stress 
fhe idea that B ronson’s d a ughter. Louisa M ay Alcott, 
w as a far m ore a d m irab le c hara cte r. 
Lik e .so m any 
I ’topian.s and 
idealists, 
including 
Karl M arx. Bronson Alcott 
let 
his fam ily suffer to 
provide papa with 
a c areer. 
Old 
Bronson couldn’t 
k een a nick el: his experim ent in I Ionian living with 
a group of lik e-minded fx’ople at a com m unitv called 
F ruitland s ended in a big flop. 
So d a ughte r Louisa, 
who has been called “ d utv’.^ child,” decided that she 
m ust w e ar the pants for the family. 


She taug ht scho o l, she serv ed as a Civ il Mar 
nurse, she did dressm aking , she ev en hired o ut as 
a ho usem aid, and. after do ing so m e m iscellaneo us 
writing , she finallv hit upo n a v ein o f g reat po nu- 
laritv in her bo o ks fo r children. 
Her co nsum ing 
Idea w as to earn eno ug h m o ney to g et the Aleo tt 
fam ilv o ut o f the debts that o ld Bro nso n tho ug ht 
no thing o f piling up 
Po ssihlv the m o st ex ultant 
line in all o f I.o uisa Mav A lco tl's writing w as co n­ 
fided to her jo urnal; 
“ Paid un all the debts . . . 
no w I think I co uld die in p ea ce!” 


As a parent who 
for tem pe ra m enta l reasons, e rrs 
all too often on the permi.s.sive side. I don’t need » o 
have old Bronson Alcott held up lo m e as a paragon. 
A good dose of Louisa Mav Ak -ott's philosophy would 
do m e far m ore good 
Moreover, in the age of the 
W elfare State, it cannot hr reiterated too often that 
if there w ere not a few Louisa May .-Xlcotts around, 
the governm ent would have no .source of taxes with 
which to pav (he bills for running our m odern federal 
version of old B ronson’s F ruitland s 
Once k ill off fhe 
duty-bound people, and the dead beats will have no 
source of income short of going to work for them selves,

“quarrel” between the two nations, just hard 


bargaining between “friends.” 
Yet there is little doubt the Common Mar­ 


ket is in trouble, perhaps much deeper than it 


was last January when 
President de Gaulle 


vetoed Great Britain's application for market 


m embership. 
Beset by agricultural surpluses and farmers 


rebellious over low prices while the rest of its 


econom y prospers, France insists on im m ediate 


agreem ent on a farm policy that will open Euro­ 


pean markets, especially W est Germ any’s, to 


French growers. President de Gaulle has set a 


Dec. 31 deadline and threatens to pull France 


out of the six-nation com m unity unless Bonn 


yields. 


W est Germany, Europe's largest exporter 


of industrial goods and a big importer of U.S. 


farm commodities, refuses to be stampeded into 


any policy that might impair her external trad­ 


ing position. Erhard therefore insists that any 
agricultural policy must be tied in with a uni­ 
fied Common Market approach to next year's 
tariff - cutting

In Praise Of "Duty's Child" 


In m y hom e town of Cheshire. Conn., they h av e 
been honoring old Bronson Alcott, who. before he b e­ 
c am e fam ous as one of Ralph Waldo E m erso n 's circle 
of 
philosophers 
in 
Concord. 
M ass., 
m aintained 
a 
pioneer “ progressive school’’ 
not far from w here I 
live. 
The Alcott 
ideas about 
education w ere tru ly 
revolutionary when he advanced them a hundred and 
m ore y e ars ago. 
He did not believe in ordinary school 
discipline: 
w hen a student disobeyed, he thought 
it 
a sufficiently fit punishm ent to ask the offending boy 
or girl to take a ruler and strike the teacher sm a rtly 
over the hand. 
Such w as old Bronson’s idea of illus­ 
trating the Christian idea that one should alw ays re p ay 
a blow by turning the other cheek. 


Bronson Alcott didn't last very long in Cheshire, 
for his theories did not com mend themselves to 
hard-bitten Yankee farmers who thought a teacher 
should drill his young charges in the three B's. So. 
as .Mrs. Arthur W. Lee. a modern Cheshire teacher, 
lamented the other day before a local audience. 
Alcott was forced by public pressures to leave 
town. 
Ile went on to Boston and Concord, where 
he became famous as a vegetarian, an early advo­ 
cate of w om en’s suffrage, an abolitionist, and a 
I Ionian socialist. 
He was. of course, the father 
of Louisa Mav Alcott. the author of that childhood 
classic. “ Little Women.” 


D espite the prevailing opinion of his own tim es, 
m ay b e 
the schools of old B ronson's 
m id-nineteenth 
century day did need a touch 
of the 
so-called “ p ro ­ 
g ressiv e” spirit. 
Alcott's insistence that children can 
be lured by kindness into taking education seriously 
w orks for som e children 
a* least som e of 
the tim e. 
Bul if Bronson Alcott had 
lived to see what 
has been 
m ad e of his doctrines in som e m odern school sy s te m s 
I think 
he would be just a bit horrified. 
One cannot 
alw ays 
hold 
young savages 
in 
check by turning the 
other cheek 
And when it is a m a tte r of providing 
the .students with (he tools of thinking—such as g r a m ­ 
m ar. the ability to w rite and the m ultiplication tables 
—a little close-order drill can save kids a good deal 
of ineffective technical groping when they eventually 
reach the age of reason 
Amid our m odern perm issive society which frowns 
on the T hree D 's of drill, 
duty and discipline, it could 
even be argued that it is 
c a rry in g coals to 
N ew castle 
to exalt old Bronson Alcott for his “ revolutionary” c o n ­ 
tribution. 
Indeed, 
in 
a world 
that 
is so 
far 
gone 
toward accepting the notion that discipline is so m e ­ 
thing for the birds, it might be m ore useful to stre ss 
the idea that B ronson's dau g h ter. Louisa M ay Alcott, 
w as a far m ore adm irable c h a ra c te r.

No Bad Feelings Between FBI, Secret Service 


WASHINGTON - M any people 
are puzzled by the te rm s “ F B I” 
and “ Secret S ervice.” and there 
is a tendency to a ssu m e that both 
agenc ies are c h arg ed with protect­ 
ing the life of the President and 
m em b e rs of his fam ily. Actually, 
this duty is imposed by law only 
on the Secret Service, which is a 
division of the T re a su ry D e p art­ 
m ent 
The F e d e ral B ureau of In­ 
vestigation, a division of the De­ 
p a rtm en t 
of 
Ju stice, 
has 
no 
statu to ry responsibilities relating 
to the protection of the P resident. 
The Secret Service 
has 
only 
about 400 agents, and they have 
two 
p rim ary 
responsibilities 
— 
protection of the P resid en t, the 
Vice President and their families, 
and the detection of counterfeiting 
of coins or currency. 
Lee 
H arvey 
Oswald, who as- 
sasinated 
P resid en t 
Kennedy, 
never 
at 
any 
tim e 
gave 
the 
slightest inkling that he intended 
to com m it any act of violence. 
All through his life he had been 
considered a tacitu rn 
individual 
and had avoided n o rm al activities 
with friends. This tendency toward 
solitude 
was 
m anifested 
even 
w hen he was in service in the 
M arine Corps. 
Of the m an y people who have 
been contacted by new sm en and 
oth ers interested in learning about 
Oswald, all the inform ants agree 
th at he was an odd person and 
encouraged very few to seek him 
out. The record 
show s 
reco m ­ 
m endations for psychiatric tr e a t­ 
m ent when he w as as young as 
13 y e ars of age. He never, how­ 
e v er, earn ed a reputation as being 
a vicious person. T here w as not 
the slightest evidence in the r e c ­ 
o rd s of either the Secret Service 
o r the FBI to indicate th at Oswald 
w a s likely to he engaged in any 
violence 
Certainly no one 
had 
e v er heard him m ake any th rea ts 
ag ain st the President. 
It has been suggested recently 
th at a person with O sw ald's record 
m ight have been w atched on this 
occasion, 
because 
he 
had 
once 
gone to Russia and renounced his 
citizenship It is also a tact, how­ 
e v er, that he c am e back to A m er­ 
ica and was helped by the United 
S tates E m bassy to m ak e the re ­ 
tu rn trip. There was no evidence

that he was a person likely to en­ 
gage in violence. 


T here a re m any C om m unists or 
persons of C om m unist sy m p ath y 
in the United States who have pub­ 
licly expressed views sim ilar to 
Oswald's.

Betty Blythe, Film Siren Of 1920 Hollywood Era 
Doesn t Rate Present Day Movie Glamor Gal V ery High

HOLLYWOOD-' NEA>-She is 
wearing only a few pearls and 
sparse swatches of gold cloth in 
the old photograph which trem­ 
bles in her hand. She is sitting 
now' on the set of a movie rn 
which she is playing a wealthy 
Edwardian dowager. 
Her hair is gray. She is matron­ 
ly and sedate, but the voice is 
youthful and the heart is gay. 
The name is Betty Blythe, and 
she laughs about how she got 
herself into the mood for such 
exotic, underclad roles: 
“I had an atomizer filled with 
musk perfume and I sprayed my­ 
self before each scene. When I 
smelled slinky, I acted slinky.” 


“ A movie vamp from the 
stone age,” teen-agers in the 
house 
probably 
will 
laugh. 
After all, only grandpa and 
grandma remember B e t t y 
Blythe when. But in her day 
she was a Hollywood champ 


vamp who bent untold males 
to her will. 


Her day was in the ’20s and 
her films were such lush spec­ 
tacles as “The Queen of Sheba,” 
“Chu Chin Chow” and “She.” 
The 1921 vintage photograph in 
her hand is a faded memento 
from “The Queen of Sheba," the 
“Cleopatra” of its day. 
“ But,” 
she smiles, "it cost only $4 mil­ 
lion and earned $16 million in its 
first year.” 


The set on which she sits is 
“ My Fair Lady,” and Betty 
chuckles about the dowager 
role for which she is gowned 
and jeweled. Her costume of 
pearls aroused as much pro­ 
test then, she said, as some 
of today’s film nudity. 
Her 
films, in fact, were important 
factors 
which 
brought self- 
censorship to the then young 
film industry. 


But even when censorship came 


to cover her charms the Blythe 
spirit carried her to continued 
stardom. 
She tells you her reasons why. 
In the same breath she tells you 
how she rates the screen sirens 
of today. 
“Not very high” she says, ex­ 
plaining: 


“The 
actresses 
of 
today 
lack mystery, I think. It isn’t 
enough to appear before the 
cameras in little attire. The 
siren appeal must come from 
within. It is what I call ‘the 
lure.’ 


“ A few of us had it in the silent 
days—Theda Bara, Louise Glaum, 
Virginia Pearson, Jetta Goudal. 
In the talkies we had Garbo and 
Dietrich and Jean Harlow. After 
that—nothing.” 
To Betty even Marilyn Monroe 
was no siren. “She was a come­ 
dienne and a good one.” 
About “The Queen of Sheba,” 
she recalled. 
“We made the picture in Holly­ 


wood on the old Fox lot at the 
corner of Sunset Boulevard and 
Western 
Avenue. 
It took six 
months to film and most of the 
scenes were made outdoors with 
just sun reflectors. 


“We had a few lights, but 
they were used only for glam­ 
or close-ups in the love scenes 
with Fritz Leiber, who played 
Solomon. 


“We started filming in Febru­ 
ary and even in California that 
time of year is chilly. In those 
scanty costumes I’m sure I turned 
blue. 
Fortunately, the picture 
was not in color.” 
She 
said 
three 
hours 
were 
spent every morning covering her 
entire body with make-up. 
“That’s why I prefer dressy 
roles 
like 
this.” 
Betty 
Blythe 
smiled. 
“ I get dressed for the 
part in 30 minutes flat. When I 
played Sheba I lost two and a 
half hours sleep every morning. 
And 42 years ago I needed beauty 
sleep more than I need it today.” 


you ever hear of a movie star 
losing a real life fist fight? 
Odds are you haven’t. 
But actor Rod Taylor cheer­ 
fully admits he chose a guy dur­ 
ing an argument. Two punches 
were thrown. Rod caught them 
both on the 
kisser 
and 
was 
quickly counted out. 
His admission makes Taylor 
one of a kind. When a star does 
collect a mouse on his eye or 
loses a couple of teeth he in­ 
evitably explains that he was 
attacked by 
a 
band 
of 
cave 
nmn, 
or 
perhaps 
a 
howling 
mob of Russian spies. 
In 
most 
cases 
the 
screen 
hero is decked by a guy half 
his size. And seldom, if ever, 
does his inglorious defeat come 
to light. 


He Was Whipped 


“ I 
don't 
mind 
admitting 
I 
was whipped,” Taylor grinned 
over a noonday cocktail. “ The 
fight lasted only 40 seconds and 
I didn't land 
a glove on the 
guy. 


“It happened this way: An Aus­ 
tralian buddy and I were driv­ 
ing down a 
main street 
near 
Beverly 
Hills 
the 
other 
day 
when 
we stopped 
behind 
an­ 
other car for a red light. The 
guy ahead of us got out of his 
car and told me 
I ’d 
ram m ed 
into his fender. 
“ I told him he was crazy and 
that he’d better shove off. He 
suggested we pull around the 
corner and have it out.” 
According to Taylor, the com ­ 
batants returned to their cars 
and 
drove 
into 
a 
quiet 
side 
street. W’hen they parked T ay­ 
lor noticed that two men jumped 
from the other car. 
“ The bigger one of the two 
cam e up to me and I poked my 
finger into his chest and said, 
‘If you want to go, let’s get out 
in the street.’ 
I 
was showing 
off for my friend from A ustra­ 
lia who stayed in the ca r.” 
Rod said his friend 
was 
an 
fan of “ Hong K onj,” the video 
series in which Taylor played a 
rough and ready reporter who 
could whip his weight in wild 
cats. 


Should Be Afraid 


“ Even I thought my antago­ 
nist should be afraid of my im ­ 
age in 
‘Hong 
Kong’,” Taylor 
laughed. “ I 
had 
brainwashed 
myself into believing I couldn’t 
get whipped.” 
At 175 pounds, Taylor is all 
muscle. His broken nose is testi­ 
mony to his days a an am ateur 
middle weight boxer in his na­ 
tive Australia. 
“ But the other guy w asn’t im ­ 
pressed,” said Rod. 
“ Before anything could happen 
the second man jumped from 
the car and knocked me down 
with one punch. Then he punch­ 
ed 
out 
my Australian friend. 
When I got up the big buy belt­ 
ed me right in the forehead and 
knocked me down again. 
“ By the time I regained my 
feet they had piled into their car 
and taken off. 


“ My buddy was 
disgruntled 
and amazed. 
Holding 
a 
sore 
ear. he told me I'd gone Holly­ 
wood and couldn’t beat an egg. 
“ From now on I’m not get­ 
ting out of the car. I’ll live in 
the past and talk my way out 
of 
trouble. 
Anyhow, 
it’s 
a 
known 
fact 
that 
actors 
are 
lovers, not fighters.”

HOLLYWOOD ( A P ) - “ Tele­ 
vision is a new part of our bus­ 
iness,” said Dean Jagger. “ It is 
not 
the craftsm anship that 
I 
had known on the stage and in 
films. But it is important, and 
th at’s why I wanted to be a part 
of it.” 
The actor was explaining why 
he accepted the role of the high 
school 
principal 
in 
the 
new, 
highly 
regarded 
MGM 
series, 
“ Mister Novak.” His quiet au­ 
thority has been a major factor 
in the growing success of the 
Tuesday night show, which also 
stars Jam es Franciscus as the 
English teacher. 
For Jagger the adjustment to 
an hour-long weekly series has 
not been easy. Recently he col­ 
lapsed and missed some filming 
“ I was trying to do too m uch” 
he said. “ I had an illness that 
kept me out. and I tried to go 
back to work too soon. 
“ Then I really got hit. It was 
the first time in my life I didn t 
have complete control. It scared 
me. I didn’t like it. And I began 
to wonder if I should undertake 
something like a series 
“ But I cam e back and the 
people in charge at MGM have 
been wonderful. They told me 
they didn’t want me doing too 
much. They want me to spare 
myself, and I ’ve been trying to 
do just that. It seems to be 
working out well now ” 
Jagger, w'ho won the support­ 
ing Oscar for “ 12 O'clock High” 
in 1949. accepted “ Mr. Novak” 
as a challenge and admitted he 
was 
amazed 
at the reception 
the show' has received. Always 
a man who speaks his mind, he 
said he had 
s o r e 
misgivings 
about the mode of production. 
“ I’m 
a 
word polisher.” 
he 
said. “ That was my training in 
the theater and in movies, and 
it’s hard for me to reconcile m y­ 
self to the television schedule. 
“ We finish a script one night 
and begin the next corning on 
another. It’s pretty tough to get 
much quality that w ay.”

Publication 
Put On Sale 


HOLLYWOOD (AP) —Names, 
faces and 
phone num bers 
— 
that s the stuff of which one of 
the world’s unusual publications 
L made. 
The 97th edition of the Acad­ 
emy Player* Directory is on its 
way to the printers and will be 
received in February by a small 
but important list of 
subscrib­ 
ers They are the producers and 
director* who hire the actors for 
Hollywood’s movies and televi­ 
sion shows. 
The cost: $30 per issue Movie 
makers as far away as England, 
Italy and Egypt subscribe to the 
thrice-yearly publication. 
The 
directory 
features 
the 
name, photograph and agent of 
more than 5.000 actors and ac ­ 
tresses. They include most of 
Hollywood's recognizable faces: 
William 
Holden, 
Shirley Mac­ 
laine and Gregory 
Peck 
were 
listed in a recent issue although 
Marlon Brando, Doris Day and 
Paul Newman were not. 
The hefty publication, divided 
into two volumes by sex, 
also 
contains hundreds of faces that 
are not recognizable. But for $8 
an issue or $18 a year, any a c ­ 
tor can buy himself a showcase 
and a dream that 
a producer 
will some day pick him out of 
the pages to be a star. 
Executive Director 
M argaret 
Herrick said the 
directory 
re­ 
turns little or no income, being 
one of the acadm ey’s 
services 
to the film industry. 
“ It was started back in 1937, 
when a number of private agen­ 
cies were putting out casting di­ 
rectories,” 
Mrs. 
Herrick said. 
“ Actors were sold small or full­ 
page 
ads. 
according 
to 
how 
much they were willing to pay. 
The number of directories was 
confusing both to the actors and 
the producers. 
“ Darryl Zanuck was reported 
to have said, ‘I d pay $1,000 for 
a single, comprehensive casting 
directory.’ 
That's 
when 
the 
academy decided to start one in 
which there would be a standard 
size and payment for the ad of 
each actor.” 
Until recently 
the directory 
was furnished without charge to 
the studioes. But since they no 
longer contribute directly to the 
academ y’s 
support, 
they 
now 
are charging for it. Some 1,400 
copies are printed.

Lemmon's personal life is as 
unspectacular as any star s can 
he. He lives quietly in Beverly 
Hills with his wife, actress Feli­ 
cia F arr; minds his own business 
and rarely is gossiped about.

you might say I ’m colorless.” 
Despite his frequent roles as

Funny .Skirt Chaser 
Like Lemmon 
and 
Groucho, 
David Niven and Peter Sellers 
can play amorous skirt-chasers 
because the possibility of any 
real conquest appears patently 
ridiculous. 
It's Lem m on’s belief that so 
long as the actor limits himself 
to a gleam in his eye. rather 
than a lear, he can get away 
with murder. 
“ My next two 
pictures 
are 
comedy - ‘How To Murder Your 
Wife’ and ‘The Great Race.’ I 
don’t play a dirty old man in 
either one of them .” 
That fact, 
plus his O s c a r 
nomination for “ Days Of Wine 
And

courages Jack to believe that he

Walters Art Gallery in Baltimore,

All of them are from illustrated 
books of long ago in the collection 
of the Walters Art Gallery, the 
latest one being 1754. The oldest 
illustration comes from De Re 
Militari (About Military Matters) 
printed in Verona, Italy, in 1472.
